"At least half of fiber is old newspa- 


pers, screenings, wrapping; paper, pa- 
per boxes and such material. But rope 
and bagging are no less products of 
the waste heap The increased price 
paid for oid papers since fiber board 
boxes stimulated the demand has re- 
sulted In drawing supplies from small 
towns and rural communities, where 
ionnerly no one went to the trouble of 
collecting such material. It has en- 
couraged also the diligence of scaveng- 
ers who search the alleys, ash cans, 
aad public garbage dumps In cities."
